The star s*,, *»s from the German 
lines were falling in front of us, there­ 
fore we were safe. 
A fter about twen 
ty m inutes we entered th* 
zone. 
A star shell from the German 
lines fell about five yards in the rear 
and to the right cif m e; we hugged the 
ground anil held our breath until it 
burned out. 
The smoke from the star I 
shell traveled along the ground aud I 
«Toss**d over the middle of our line. 
Some Tom my sneezed. The s m o k e had 
gotten up his nos**. 
We crouched on 
tho ground, cursing th** offender under 
our breath, and waited til** volley that 
generally ensues when tie* Germ ans 
have la ard a noise in No Man's Land. 
Nothing happened. 
We received m o 
taps and craw led forw ard slowly for 
five yards; no doubt th** officer be­ 
lieved what Old Pepper had said, “P er­ 
sonally I believe that th at p a rt of the 
German trench is unoccupied.'* By be­ 
ing careful and rem aining motionless 
when the st ii* shells fell behind us, we j Prussian guardsm an w ith ids rifle ut 
reached the G erm an barbed wire w ith­ 
out mishap. 
Then the fun began. 
I 
was seared stiff as it is ticklish work 
cutting your way through w ire when 
about thirty feet in front of you there

and throw ing dirt all over me.

I could hear the fragm ents slap th* 
ground, 
i lien I went out once more 
When I cam e to everything was sile n t 
and darkness in No M an’s Land, 
i 
was soaked with blood and a big flap 
from the wound in my cheek was h an g ­ 
ing over my mouth. 
The blood run­ 
ning from this f!*p choked me. Out of 
the corner of my mouth I would try 
and blow it back, but it would not 
move. 
I read ied for my shell dressing 
and tried, with one hand, to bandage 
! my face to prevent the flow. 
I had 
a c awful horror of bleeding to death 
and was getting very faint. You would 
have laughed if you bud seen my 
ludicrous attem pts ut bandaging with 
one hand. 
The pains in my wounded 
shoulder were awful and J was getting 
sick at the stomach. 
I gave up the 
bandaging stun; as a bad job, and then 
fainted. 


When I cam e to, hell was let loose. 
An intense bombardm ent was ou, an*! 
oil Hie whole my position was decided­ 
ly unpleasant. 
Then, suddenly, our 
barrage ceased. 
The silence almost 
hurt, hut not lor long, because* Fritz 
turned loose with shrapnel, m achine 
guns, and rifle lire. Then all along our 
line came a ".leer and our boys came 
t over the top in a charge.

had left me and I was consumed with 
rage and cursed the Germ an trenches. 
With my right hand I felt In my tunic 
f* r my first-aid or shell dressing.

feeling over my tunic my hand came i 
, in contact with one of the bombs w hich •
